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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by F.W. 
Gehrke [US 1,932,817]. 

Regarding claim 1 , F.W. Gehrke discloses an optical system having an image- 
forming device and an illumination system including a light source, a first lens [A], and a 
second lens [B] (figures 1-2, title, whole document). 

Regarding claim 3, F.W. Gehrke discloses the first and the second lenses [A, B] 
being held together by an optically clear material [S] (figure 1 ). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over F.W. 
Genrke in view of W.G. Wolfe [US 1,900,966]. 
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Regarding claim 3, F.W. Gehrke discloses the first and second lenses [A, B] but 
does not show the first lens being contact with the second lens. 

W.G. Wolfe teaches the two lenses [3] being contact each other to have no 
refractive effect on a light beam (figures 1-2, page 2 lines 45-55). 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the two lenses of F.W. Genrke being in contact together 
as taught by W.G. Wolfe to eliminate refractive effect on a light beam for purpose of 
providing an advantageous way of brightness improvement of a projection apparatus. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Claim 4, the light source module comprises an emitting surface and a 
substantially optically clear dome disposed over the emitting surface. 

Claim 5, the light source module comprises an emitting surface and a pyramid 
collector disposed over the emitting surface. 

Claims 6, 9 and 10 are dependent on claim 5. 

Claim 7, the light source module comprises a plurality of emitting surface 
disposed next to each other as claimed. 
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Claim 8 is dependent on claim 7. 

6. Claims 1 1 -27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 1 and 15 have been rewritten into independent form including the base 

limitations and the allowable subject matters, which have been indicated in the previous 

office action. 

Claims 1 2-1 4 and 1 7-27 are dependent on claim 1 1 . 
Claim 16 is dependent on claim 15.
